whether or not any Washington echelon should dictate such 
details to a field element several layers removed concerning 
the composition of a committee which is designed to assist 
the USCOB in his. coordinating responsibility. The ultimate 
responsibility is that of the USCOB and the Ambassador, and 
any directives that specify the means to be employed will 
dilute their authority under NSCJD No. 2 ,and will result In 
the assucrntion of this responsibility, in part, by the 
directing agency.
